To your next Paragraph, where you 
continue your Charge upon mere Atten- 
tion as a defeQtive Inſtrument towards 
the diſcovery of a Moral Object in a- 
Morally Corrupt Mind, 1 make this 
ſhort Reply, That ſince for ſuch a Fact 
to be a ſin, or for ſin to be the greateſt 
Evil; are plain and obvious Theorems,

FNOnfidering with my ſelf that thoſe, 
into whoſe" Hands theſe Papers 

may light, may nor all of them have * 
that other Book of mine, which con- 
tains, the Hypotheſis here defended,con- 
cerning the Roat of Liberty, and that 'tis 
yery neceſlary the Hypotheſis - ſhould 
be ſeen wirh. its. Defence, I thought it 
onvenient to ſet it down hete for the

The Hypotheſis runs thus, 


© "That the Will cannot be the imme- 
te Subje& of Liberty muſt be ac- 
nowledg?d plain, if the Will neceſla» - 
rily follows the Practical Diftate of the 
Underſtanding. Andrhat it does ſo, I 
think there is Demonſtration. 

'Tis an .unqueſtionable” Axiom in the 
Schoolsof Learning, That the Obje& of 
the Will is Apparent Good. Now Ap- 
parent Good 1n other Words, is that 
which is judged: to be good ; and if ſo, 
then it follows that the Will cannot but 
conform to the DiQtate of the Under- 
ſtanding 3 Becauſe otherwiſe ſomething 


might 
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might be the ObjeCt of the Will that is 
' not apprehended Good;- which is con- 
trary to the Suppoſition.- | 

In ſhort, the Will C as _495inas well 
expreſſes it ) 15 the Conclutfion of an 9« 
perztive Sylogyſm, and follows as neceſ- 
farily from the DiQtates of the Under- 
ſtanding, as any other Concluſion does 
from its Premiſes ; and conſequently, 
cannot be rhe immediate Subject of Li- 
berty. | 

But then, arewe not involy'd in the 
fame Difficulty,as to the Under #anding ? 
Does not that act with equal ( if not 
raore ) Neceſlity than the Will ? So TI 
know *tis ordinarily taught. 

But ifthis be abſolutely and univerſal- 
ly true, I muſt confeſs it above the reach 
of my Capacity to falve the Notion of 
Morality or Religion. For, fince *tis 
evident, that the Will neceffarily con- 
forms to the Diftates of the Under- 
tanding, if thoſe very DiQates are al- 
fo wholly and altogether neceſſary, 
there can be no ſuch thing asa T3 is' ute, 
the Man is bound Hand and Foot, 
has nothing left him whereby to render 
him a Moral Agent, to qualify him 
for Law or Obligation, Virtue or Vice, 
Reward or Puniſhment, But theſe are 
Conſequences ' 
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Conſequences /not to be indured, and 
therefore. T conclude according .to the 
Rules of right —_— \the Prin- 
ciples from, which they flow to be ſo 
roo. 
-:.To clear up then the whole Buſineſs, 
I. ſhall no- longer conſider the Under- 
flanding and Will ' as Faculties really 
diſtinct either from the Soul it ſelf, or 
from -.one. another, but that the Soul 
does immediately underſtand and will 
by. it: ſelf, without the Intervention of 
.any. Faculty. And that for this de- 
monſtrative Reaſon ; in ſhort, becauſe 
1n the contrary Hypotheſis, either Judg- 
ment muſt be aſcribed to the Will, and 
then the Will immediately commences 
Underſtanding,or the Aſſent of the Will 
muſt be blind, 'brutiſh, and unaccount- 
able, both-which are abſurd. | 

... This being premiſed,I grant, that as 
the. Soul neceſſarily wills as ſhe under- 
ſtands, { for ſo we muſt now ſpeak) fo 
likewiſe does ſhe neceſſarily underſtand 
as the ObjeQt appears. 

And thus far our Sight terminates in 
Fatality, and Neceſſity bounds our Ho- 
rizon. That, then-which muſt give us 
a Proſpe& beyondit muſt be this, that 
altho the Soul neceſſarily underftands 
or 
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or judges according to the Appearance 
of things, yer, thatthings ſhould ſo ap- 
pear ( unleſs it be: in Propoſitions ſelf e-, 
vident ) is not alike neceſſary, but de- 
pends upon the Degrees of Advertency 
or Attention which the Soul uſes, and 
whichto uſe either more or leſs i#fully 
and immediately in her own Power. * 

And this Indifterency of the Soul, as 
to attending or not attending Ttake to 
be the only T3 is" 5», the Bottom and 
Foundation into which the Morality 
of every Attion muſt be at length re- 
ſolv'd, For a farther Proof and Illuſtra- 
tion of which Hypothefis, let it be ap- 
ply'd to a particular Caſe, that we may 
ſee how well it will anſwer the Phensc- 
mena. 

In the Caſe then of Martyrdom, T 
look upon Sin as an Evil, and not only 
ſo, but ( whiteI attend fully to its Na- 
ture,) as the greateſt of Evils. And as 
long as I continue this Judgment, *tis 
utterly impoſbble T ſhould commit it; 
there being, according to my 'preſent 
Apprehenhion, no greater Evil,: for the 
declining of which I ſhould think-it - 
eligible. But now, the Evil of Pain be- 
ing preſented before me, and I- not 
{uMiciently attendiog to the Evil of Sin, 

| | this 
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this latter appears to be the leſſer Evil 
of the Two,and I accordingly pro bic & 
»uns {0 pronounce it, and 1n Confor- 
mity to that DiQtate neceſlarily chuſe 
it 


But Becaule *twas at firſt abſoutely 
in my Power to have attended more 
ticedfally, there was Liberty inthe Pri. 
ciple, the Miſtake which influenc'd the 
AQtion was vixcible, and conſequently, 
' the AQtion it (elf juſtly :mputable, This 
is the Hypotheſis. \
